By the Foreign Trade of Syain, I mean their Trade 
to New Spain, and their Trade to Britain; nor have 
the Spanzards any conliderable Trade to any part of — 
the World, but to Britain, as I fhall fhew prefently. 
Firlt their Howe Trade: It is evident the i 
ards have no fuch thing as Manufa&ures among them, 
whether their Pride, Poverty, Stoath, want of Peo- 
ple, or whatever other Accident of their Nation oc- 
caftons it, is not the Cafe here, I may explain that — 
farther in due time; but the Faé@ is plain, They 
Import all their wrought Silks from italy and France 5 
their Linnen from France, Holland and Germany, 
(Hamburgh); their Eaff-India Goods from Holland 
and England ; nay, their very Fith they do not catch 
for themfelves, but buy it of the French, Dutch and 
Englifh; and their Woollen Manufadures they always 
had wholly from England,excepting a few fine,thinSpa- 
nifb-W ooll-Druggets, whith they always bought from 
the French, but the-quantity they make.ufe of was 
always very fmall, 
Let us examine how did they pay for thefe Goods? 
Truly very much to thelr Difadvantage to every Na- 
tion, but moft of all to the Aalians and French. 
Whatever Returns went to other Gountries, ‘the 
French and Italians take nothing but Money 3; that is 
to fay, nothing Confiderable: From whence it al- 
ways happened that the Genoefe, and the Merchants 
of Marfeillzs, had more Money in Specie in proportion 
to their Trade out of every Flota, than all the reft 
of the World. 3 
The Dutch and Hamburghers generally receiv’d 
fome quantities of American Goods; but England as 
Jone takes off the Growth and Produce of the Couns 
try; and therefore, without the Trade to England, 
she Spaniards cannot fupport their Home Trade, which 
is the Sum of my Argument. } ; 
To make this more clear, let us enquire what » 
the Produce of Spain; I mean that Produce which 
they Export. 
The Produce of Spain is, : 
Oyl, Ship’d off generally in the Bay of Cadiz. 
Wine, at Cadiz, Alisant, Malaga, and Barce- 
Jona, the Canaries, a little at St. Sebaftian, 
and in Galicia, —. fe bakes 
Truit, Oranges, Lemmons, Raifons at Sevilta, 
Alicant, Malaga, Denia, Xevia, &ee 
Wool, gat Bayon and Bilboa.

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It is next to be enquir’d who takes thefe Goods off 
from the Hands of the Spaniards, and where are they 
confum’d ? : 

1. Negatively; Not the French — The Oil, the 
Wine, the Fruit, what are they good tor in France ? 
they would be fitter for the Dunghil than the 
Market there 5 nor would they fell for enough there 
to pay the Ship’s Freight that brought them; it 
would be equally proverbially Ridiculous to fend 
thofe things to Framce as to carry Coalsto New-Ca- 
fle; all the French can take off from the Spaniard, of 
the Produce of their Country, is a little Wooll and 
Tron; and [ fall prove to you, that itis but a little of 
that. 

2. The Hamburghers and Dutch, we may join 
them together in this; Sherry they drink none, the 
Rhenifh Wine Trade throws that out; all the Oil 
carried to Holland and Hamburgh, from Spain, is not 
near fo mach as we import at the City of Brito) on- 
ly; as tothe red Wine Trade, they bring none from 
Spain at all, or fo little, as is not worth {peaking of, 
having always the French Wine Trade open; fome 
Wooll they do import to Holand, but nothing of 
quantity. 

England only is the Market for the Oi? the Wine, 
and the Fruit of Spain: I have been told we have 
had 22c0> Pipes of Canary imported, as alfoot 7020 
Buts of Sherry, and 1000 Pipes of feveral other 
forts of Spanifh Wines brought into England in a 
Year, whereas one Ship from the Canaries would 
glut the Aollanders with Sack, and be more than 
they could drink ; and as for the other Spanifh Wines, 
they are alfu very few, 

How then can the Spaniards vent the Produce of 
their Country, and what mult become of their Home 
Trade, if they fhould lofe the Advantage of the 
Trade to Great Britain, tho’ the Quantities above. 
mentioned fhould not be quite fo great ? 

I do not enlarge upon this, becaufe it is all, as I 
faid before, mere Demonftration, and requires no- 
thing to make it pots ; to enquire about it, would 
be to ask if the Sun be up when you fee Noon Day- 
Light; every Merchant is a Witnefs to what I fay ; 
the Exchange of London will vouch it; the French 
Merchants themfelves will confirm it; the Spaniards 


know it, the Dutch will acknowledge it. 


England. and none but England takes off the 
Growth of Spain; the Englifh only drink Canary, 
; fol Milk, (Sherry) 

and bring in 12090 Pipes of Oil for their Manui- 
Gures, The Fruit would rot, the Olives would not 
be gathered, the Vines would not be planted in Spain, 
if they bad np Trade to England. The French have 
Wine, and 91, and Grapes of their own » and the 
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Dutch ule them not, at leaf?, not as we do: Wh 
muit be done with them ? Nothing but th 
merce with England can enable the Spaniards 
on their Home Trade. By this Produce t 
their Poor for their Labour, and pay ms 
Cloaths they were: If they buy them of the F 
they muft pay themin Money ; and if they ¢: 
fell their Wine, Oil, and Fruit, they woul in 
Parts have no Money to pay for them with neit 
The next thing then is, the Foreign Trai 
Spain; Thisis meant plainly of the Spanifh | 
dies, for they have ro other Place of Export | 
World, other than as before. ike 
To their Weft-Indies, the Spaniards, havin 
nufaiures of their own, as is mated above, Expor 
general, all the feveral Manufactures of Europe; 
Silks, wrought and unwrought, from /taly and Fram 
Linnen from France, Holland, and Hambi WS 
Woollen Manufatures wholly from England; Eaft 
dia Goods, the Aqwant Trade excepted, from 
gland and Holland. . ot a 
Of all theté things it is evident, That the EF. 


at a time, feveral times, in all of Englifh Goods 
Holland — Which, by the way, if they could hi 
made them in France, we may be fure they wo 
not have done. The ridiculous Notions of the F 
falling into thefe Manufaétures, or indeed any 
elfe; with fome Obfervations upon the fruitlels 
tempts of that kind, which have been formerly n 
either in France, or elfewhere, will be the Subje 
farther Difcourfe. ; 

Mean time it is fo evident, that ’tis paft 
di&ion, That the Spanifh Trade to the W 
cannot be {upplied but from England, till Fran 
make our Woollen Goods; and if I prove that 
impoflible, it will be effectually proved, Th 
Spaniards cannot fupply their Foreign Trad 
Commerce in the World, but that of Great! 
which is my fir Argument. 
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
